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On the New Embargo Bill.

Mr. Speaker—I have observed that 
since printers have become so numerous 
in these United States, they are obliged 
to adopt new modes of publication, in or- 
der to procure ready sale for their ingu- 
They frequently 
hand out long histories in short numbers 
—{or instance, a history that in one vol- 
ume would cost five dollars, is much rea- 
dier sale in twenty numbers at twenty-five 
eents a piece: and as appears from the 
progress already made, it is pretty well 
ascertained that the embargo will occupy 
the greatest part, if not the whole time of 
the present session; if a majority of the 
house is determined to keep the people in 
their present state of suffering and sus- 
pense until spring, the least they can do 
during the dreary secnes of winter, will 
be to continue diverting them with elo- 
quent speeches, of all sorts and siz s, 
from fifteen minutes to four hours Jong. 
But knowing that mankind is fond of va- 


rigty. and believing that my worthy fricnds 


in the majority will have the hardest task 
they ever undertook, to keep the people 
ofthese Unite States m a tolerable good 


+humor, with the embargo on their backs, 


till next March; although L| do not per- 
fectly agree with them, I cannot give them 
up as lost, but like a faithful friend mean 
to stand by them to the last gasp, striving 
if possible to get them out of the hornble 
pit into which they have fallen, before they 
perish. 

Under these impressions, Mr. Speaker, 
I shall proceed to offer iny second num- 
ber, which l thought of doing several 
days ago, but delayed it in consequence of 
a declaration of my worthy friend from 
Virginia (Mr. Newton,) which rejoiced 
my heart more than all the eloquent 
speeehes | have heard this session: It 
was, that we (the minority) knew that the 
embargo was never intended as a perma- 
nent measure—and that they (the major- 
ity) did not intend to keep it on long ; or 
words to that effect. In this declaration 
from so high authority, I reposed full 
faith and confidence, and suspended offer- 
ing my second number, in hopes of seeing 
the wish nearest my heart of all subiuna- 
ry objects, accomplished, in the removal 
of the greatest evil which in my opinion 
these United States ever experienced since 
the revolutionary war—ZJ mean the Embar- 
#0. But I have hitherto waited in vain, 
and must pow beg the favour of my wor- 
thy friend, the next time he obliges the 
house with hearing the sound of his pleas- 
ant voice, (which I for one shall hear with 
great delight) to release my mind from 
suspense, by giving us the proper defini- 
tion of the word PEKMANENT, and also 
what he mean: by the emburgo not re- 
maining long ; whether he meant a few 
days, or a few weeks, months, or years / 
For, permit me to remind my friend, that 
if instead of being in his present honora- 
ble station, roceiving six dollars per day, 
as he did previous to the embargo, and 
still does, he was placed in the situation 
of thousands at this time in these United 
States, whose sole dependence fur support 
18 their daily labour, and who by that mea- 
stire having been deprived of employment 
twelve months, now at the commence- 
ment of winter look forward with the 
dreadful apprehension, that ere the return 
of vernal blooms, their tender children 
may ask bread, and they have nope to 
Rive, fe would consider one cay longer 
than now he does a month. 

Mr. Speaker—f have committed the 
ot of this second number to writing, 
or a reasons.

bantling in coarser clothes ‘than it merits, 
and every member on this floor knows 
that is needless. YetI am not disposed 
to read it, for 1 have long believed that 
both religious and political sermons lose 
much of their force by reading. But be- 
fore I proceed further, I will publish my 
text, which, although very short, consist- 
ing of but one word, conveys a-dreadful 
sound to many thousands of suffering A- 
merican citizens—-* EMBARGO.” I 
need not repeat it, itis become very fa- 
miliar, and I fear very pleasing to many 
who receive six dollars per day for sitting 
4 few hours in this splendid hall, talking 
about it: but very different is the situa- 
tion of many of our constituents suffering 
under it. 

Mr. Speaker—Before I left home I ex- 
pected that one of the first pages of our 
journal would have contained a declara- 
tion, that this word was proved by expe- 
rience to be uncanonical, and therefore or- 
dered to be expunged from our political 
bible. But alas! how grievously am I 
disappointed, in beholding so great anum- 
ber of our learned Rabbies, introducing 
Latin quotations, and perhaps Greek and 
Hebrew, for I understand none of them, 
and adducing testimony brought frem ev- 
ery habitable part of the globe, to prove 
that it is not barely canonical, but that on 
our strict obedience depends our political 
salvation, and that all who differ in opin- 
ion are Gangerous heretics. It will be re- 
membered, that my surprize and disap- 
pointment was so great, that I remaived 
silent longer than Job's three friends did 
in days of yore: we read that in conse- 
quence of the grievous suffering of their 
iriend, they sat silent und astonished sev- 
en days. I sat silent much longer, until 
compelled by an imperious sense of duty 
to plead the cause of the poor and needy, 
and to exert my feeble powers in behalf 
of the sinking liberties of my country. 

Mr. Speaker—Last session my prin- 
cipal text was, Removal of the Seat of Gov- 
ernment,and for the same reason that im- 

argo is at this time ; because it was then 
in my opinion the greatest evil these Uni- 
ted States suffered—the EMBARGO is 
now. And as every wise and just legis- 
lature will first attend to the greatest 
grievances of their constituents, I must 
for the present suspend my exertions 
to remove the seat of government, and 
apply them to the embargo. In doing 
which, I shall not impeach the motives of 
those who engrafted into our constitution 
the plan of a district ten-miles square for 
a seat of government ; nor of those who 
carried that plan into execution ; nor yet 
(God forbid, for 1 was one) of those who 
passed our first three embargo laws. I 
will admit that their intentions were good 
—that their motives were pure. But what 
has been the consequence? Why experi- 
ence, that only sure (may I not say infal- 
lible) teacher, has incontestibly proved 
thatthe principle upon which the ten-mile 
square is foucded, is totally repugnant to 
republicanism and the liberties of a free 
and independent nation; that whatever 





its nominal title may be, however artfully 
disguised, its essence and effect is mon- 
archial, spreadiag its baneful influence 
from Georgia to Maine. So has the Em- 
bargo. They are twin sisters, in pro- 
portion to their power, and equally de- 
scructive to the lasting interest, peace, 
and prosperity of these United States ; 
with this difference only, that the lat- 
ter is more rapid in her movements, 
and consequently her baneful effects at 
present are more sensibly felt. Well, 
now let me ask what must be done ?— 
Must these pernicious plans be supported 
and continued perpetually because they 
originated in pure motives? Doth not 
common. sense, reason, and justice answer 
no? The consummate folly of weak and 
vicious legislatures hath ever appeared 
most obvious, in the continuation and ri- 
gid enforcement of their own oppressive 
laws ; and, vice versa, the wisdom of vir- 
tuous legislatures, in testing their laws by 
experience, and speedily repealing all that 
Were oppressive to the peopic 

Mr. Speaker—I shall now ask the in- 
dulgence of the house in some observa- 


' tions upon arguments of members, who 


have preceded me, in favor of the contin- 
uation of the embargo laws; in doing 
which, [ shall not pursue them through 
the desarts of Arubia, or the scorching 
sands of Lybia; [ will not travel with them, 
either by jand or water, from the torrd 
to the frigid zone; 1 will not. after explor- 
ing the known, make a futile attermpt to 
explore the unkown parts of the universe, 
in quest of evicicuce to support our cause. 
No —that would be a tacit acknowledg- 
ment that it was as bed as theirs, .nsup- 
port.ble by domestic, plain and self-cvi- 
dent facts. 

‘The principal obj. gt 1 have in view, is 
(to use a military phrase) to bring the ar. 


' tilery of divers members that have prece- 


wes apprehensive they would cress my 


ded ine, to bear upon themselves; which, 
if it should bear hard, let them remember 
that they have provoked the atack 5 and 








to shew, that some of the evidence addu- 
ced by them, is conclusive against the 
continuance of the embargo laws. 

The first I shall notice is my friend 
from Tennessee (Mr. Rhea) who spoke 
next aiter me, soon after the commence- 
ment of this discussion. He observed, 
that no distinction ought to be made be- 
tween rich and poor.—! perfectly agree 
with him, and only ask him to reduce his 
excellent christian precepts to practice ; 
that while he sits in this splendid ball, re- 
eciving six dollars .per day, secure from 
the piercing blasts of winter, far removed 
from the bapless habitation of want, where 
poverty dwells, or even from the apprehen- 
sion of the plaintive cries of a bosom friend 
asking bread for her tender offspring where 
there is none to give, he will abstain from 
making or continuing in force Jaws not 
barely oppressing the poor, but totally de- 
priving them of their wonted means of 
subsistenee ; yea, cutting off from them 
their whole staff and stay of bread. 

The next observations I shall notice, 
fell from my young friend from Virginia, 
(Mr. Gholson) who is certainly entitled to 
the thanks of this house, and of the peo- 
ple of the United States generally ,but more 
particularly of the merchants, seamen,and 
fishermen of the middle and eastern states. 
These classes he has laid under so heavy 
a debt of gratitude, that I fear they will 
never be able fully todischarge it. 1 mean 
his great condscension, in setting his pro- 
lific genius to work to devise some means 
to relieve them from their present suffer- 
ing situation. Being a great friend to 
home manufactures, I gave particular at- 
tention to his truly patriotic and benevo- 
lent plan—which was, if I understood him 
correctly, to turn the merchants-and their 
clerks, with their powdered heads, out of 
their counting-houses, and set them to 
ploughing—and the seamen and fisher- 
men to spinning cotton—a flan worthy of 
the author ! But Lhope my friend wil} 
consider it a token of my resfiect, if I pre- 
sent for his consideration a reversal of his 
pian; that is, to order the seamen (whose 
hands have been used to handling the tar- 
ry ropes) tothe plough; and the other 
trifling powder headed gentry, to spinning 
cotton, as more congenial to their former 
habits. One more token of my resfiect, 
and then I will for the present take leave 
of my friend from Virginia ; that is, that 
notwithstanding his plan is well adapted to 
the meridian of a government where slave- 
ry and unconditional submission ig the or- 
der of the day ; he will do well to consid- 
er before he proceeds to enforce his plan, 
whether it will suit the meridian of a gov- 
ernment whose citizens have not been ¢the- 
oretically, but fractically free, and long in- 
ured to the employment of their own 
choice. 

Mr. Speaker—I shall now proceed te 
some observations of my friend from Geor- 
gia, (Mr. Troup) but must ask his pardon 
for not placing him first on the list of the 
three first mighty men, that have appear- 
ed advocates for the embargo—to this sta- 
tion he is, in my opinion, justly entitled, 
for the clear, positive, and unequivocal 
manner in which he informed the mem- 
bers of this house, from whom they had 
nothing to fear ; and to whom they might 
safely look for example. This informa- 
tion, I trust, will be duly appreciated,kept 
in remembrance, and so strictly attended 
to, as to prevent the necessity of a repe- 
tition. Tne language, if L understood 
him correctly, was to the following effect : 
that we had nothing to fear from the anti- 
embarro men, they were too base and in- 
significant; that he would not afi/eal to 
the anti-embargo New-LEnglanders, the 
merest Shylocks, the depraved of the cities, 
and the ignorant of- the country—who 
would sacrifice the boner and independ- 
ence of the nation for a little trade in cod- 
fish and potash ; but to the people of Vir- 
gimia, too honorable to be corrupted, and 
too enhghtened to be duped. 

Mr. Speaker—As this gentleman has 
been indulged with liberty to inform the 
members of this house, and through them 
the people of the United States generally, 
who he would not appeal to for example, 
and who he wonld; Laskthe same m- 
duigence, with this exces tion only ; Lask 
not liberty to make invidious distinctions 
between states—Il ask not liberiy to men- 
tion the namcs of any of them. No:— 
his has never been my practice on this 
floor, and 1] trust never will. None more 
than myself regret being laid under the 
imperious necessity, in support of justice, 
liberty, and the inherent mghts of mun, to 
say, that I will never affeal, or look ufifur 
example,\o any state government, under 
which 346.968 Auman souls are kept ina 
state of fierfietual bondage, and used as an 
article of traffic. in common with a bale 
of goods, or a beast of the field—l will 
never hoid up as an exemple any govern- 
ment, where the choicest of all earthly 
blessings, “‘ dderty,” is extended only to a 
chosen few, and withheld from the many ; 
where a great majority of those called [ree- 
men, who a:. compelled in case of wai,to 





risque their lives in support of the proper- 
ty of the rich, are denied a voice in ma- 
king the Jaw that so compels them orany 
others. I will never look up for a mode! 
of political justice, to a state boasting of 
twenty-two representatives on this floor, 
who, nevertheless, at a late general con- 
tested election, probably took between 
twenty and twenty-five thousand votes : 
when ov a similar occasion, a state send- 
ing but six representatives, took upwards 
of thirty-two thousand. And finally, uotil 
am convinced that a radical, and com- 
plete reformation has taken place (which 
God in mercy grant may soon be the case) 
I will never look for example toa state 
which the wise and enlightened author of 
the Notes on Virginia, described as fol- 
lows : * In this state alone, did there ex 
ist so little virtue, that fear was to be fix- 
ed in the hearts of the people, and to be- 
come the motive of their exertions and the 
principle of their government.” , 

No, Mr. Speaker, were I to hold up as 
an example any state government, it 
should be one where every man who pays 
tax for the support of government, and 
is called upon when necessary to. risque 
his life in defence thereof, has an equal 
voice in deciding who shall make the 
laws that gevern him—where the power 
of the poor man to guard his ewe lamb, 
is equal to that ofthe rich over his flock— 
to a state whe having but eighteen repre- 
sentatives on this floor, can nevertheless 
boast of 111,000 free and independent 
voters. Not toa state where, if the de- 
claration of independence is read at all, 
itis regarded only asa pleasant song, 
as sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal ; 
but to a state where this heaven-born lan- 
guage is reduced to practice: ** We hold 
these truths to be self-evident, that God 
hath created all men equal, that he hath 
endowed them with certain unalienable 
rights, amongst which are life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness.” Ever 
bearing in mind, that not the Aecarers, 
but the doers of the law, are to be justifi- 
ed thereby. 

I will now, with permission of the house, 
take some notice of my friend from Ma- 


| ryland, (Mr. Nelson,) who since the com- 


mencement of this discussion, has twice 
favored us with the sound of his /eedle 
voice—he will pardon my freedom in ap- 
plying to him the appellation of a friend, 
after charging me with the capital crime 
of having turned my coat, (that is to say, 
I have not always voted with the majori- 
ty.) But really, Mr. Speaker, if I had 
turned my coat as often as that gentle- 
man has changed his plan of operations 
within these three or four years past, it 
would, by this time, make a very ragged 
appearance. I am told he is a military 
officer—God grant that [ may never be a 
soldier under him, for at this time of life 
he would soon harrass me to death, with 
marching and countermarching. But he 
has exultingly reprobated the Quakers’ 
principle. This I consider as an act of 
supererogation ; for my own part I am 
free to acknowledge, that since my ac- 
quaintance with his Aonor, I have never 
discovered any thing either in his frecefirs 
or frractice, that would subject him to the 
charge of even the least uncture of Qua- 
kerism, or of any other religious socicty. 
| hope in thus candidly exonerating my 
friend from the horrid sin of Quakerism, 
I may not be considered as derogating in 
the least degree from his religion, his pi- 
ety or his virtue. He may for any thing 
that 1 know, have as large a store as any 
man, and keep it concealed from the pur- 
est motives ; that is, a fear that it might 
be contaminated by exposure te the vul- 
gar throng. 

But | will for the present, drop religious 
topics and observe, that the first time my 
attention was arrested by my fricnd’s /re- 
ble voice, his sentiments at first were per- 
fecily in un son with my own. If I un- 
derstood him correctly, he informed the 
house that he had heard so many wrong 
things he could no longer keep silence. 
and reprobated irritating language, or 
pointed allusions to particular members 
A bless: dl state of mind indeed ! 

} will not burt his feelings by siiling 
this Quaker doctrine, but give it the name 
of youd Christian doctrine, tending to pro- 
mote love and harmony. But alas! how 
short were the pleasing sensations I at 
first enjoyved—for lo! those mild accents, 
aud that harmonious voice, 1 was hearing 
With so great delight, suddenly became 
rough and sonorous, his visage fierce, and 
aspect alarming to weuk nerves ; and ip 
a tone similar {as I suppose) to that 
in which he gives orders to his sol- 
ders when on duty, proposed adopting 
Sangrado’s plan of dlood-lerting—thus 
suddenly trapsported from the temple of 
reason to the ficlls of Mars —I was at 
fi. st much al.rmed, not knowing how svon 
te plan was to be carried into execution 
upon us poor anti-embargo men; but af- 
ter coolly reflecting upon the subject a 
few iunimutes my fears abated, and a com- 
turtable hope arose, that my frend resliy 


meant no more than to cool the pei tical 
fever, by taking some blood from the, left 
arm, which I feel disposed to. acquiesce 
in, provided he will step forward, simp up 
his sleeve, and undergo the frst operation. 

But Mr. Speaker, the next time he roe, 
his sympath:tic conciliatory plus were 
all laid aside—the maladies of the body 
politic were all to be hesled by antipathy 
—the embargo, lke tarwr emetic, al- 
though producing very disagrecable sen- 
sations would eventually Nevea beneti- 
cial effect—his martial hevojc spirit rose 
to sucha height, that. in case a person 
only gave him a gentle pat om the cheek, 
he, without any further cererneny, was 
to beknockeddown, Wonderful change ! 
thought I: hew great the cyntrast be- 


over the mountains !—Hal Columbia, 
happy land ! tne valour of wise petri- 
otic sons increase in proportion io ie 
magnitude of impending danger! | cun- 
gratulate my country oy the return of this 
heroic spirit! believing that if the ems 
bargo is continued twelve months longer, 
it will require at Jeast.one hundred theu- 
sand such hevees to eplorce it. One ob. 
servation more, which I hope that yentle- 
man will evnsider as a.token of real {r end 
ship. Although I am nomilitary man, I 
have long made humam nature my _pinglee 
the result of whichis, that the frozen 
regions of the north, the residenge of ma; 
ny of those renegado anti-embargo meny 
would not agree with his constitution ; 
but that a mild southern climate is more 
congenial to his Aealth, and will probably 
be a means of continuing his vaéiant acts, 
and useful labours longer in his native 
soil. 

Mr. Speaker—Notwithstanding the 
risque of a declaration, that Sloanism is 
worse than Burrism; that I am in‘lucn- 
ced by Pickering’s spirit, and like the to- 
ries of °76, ought to be put outof the pro- 
tection of the law; I shall briefly notice 
some observations of another meraber 
from Maryland, (Mr. John Montgomery,) 
whom I have the honor to sit. near. IL 
say briefly, because my general rule is to 
notice observations of members: according 
to their merita. 1 will not say that that 
member’s voice is as strong and terrible 
as Kouli Khan’s; nor will I say, that if he 
had the same power, he would be as cru- 
el and tyrannical a despot —but J will say, 
that if I understand his Janguage, it 1s 
calculated for the meridian of slavery, 
and better a apted to the command of a 
Persian army, or to coerce a hovde of 
slaves, groaning under an inhuman ty- 
rannical master, than to unite together. as 
a band of brothers. engaged in supporin 
the sacred cause of liberty, the free aud 
independent citizens of these Un ted 
States. I wiilat present take my ‘cave 
of him, with a caution that he will p 
bly at this time reject and despise; Lut 
which eventually be will regret he jad 
not timely attended to. © Let him wo 
thinks he stands strong, take beed jest he 
fali {” 

Mr. Speaker—I shall next proceed to 
notice some remarks made by my worthy 
friend from Vermont, (Mr Visk.) wio sis 
near me; not for the purpose of opposing 
them generally; to the greater part lL 
could freely say Amen—but in the con- 
struction he puts upon my text “ndargo, 
we widely differ. He tells us he caves 
not how much’ England and France suf- 
fers—agreed: but my opinion is, that 
where England and France suffer one grain 
by our embargo, we suffer a poand.—Yea, 
I am fully convinced, that the British min. 
istry has so high an opinion of tne benefit 
of our embargo to th \t nation, that it pay 
ing the whole expense of our gener wove 
ernment for seven years would purchase 
acontinuance thereof for that time, ticy 
would glidie doit. But my trend has 
adttweed a very appropriate metaphor to 
convey his ideas ; he says the tmbargo bs 
used by one party to rule the other down 
—Granied, The planhas succceded, and 
progressed with a rapiduy unprraiicicd in 
any former contest between political par- 
ties, This old embargo horse, instead of 
becoming more gentle and sufe to his re 
ders, grows dally more relractory and dane 
yerous; at the fast starting place he threw 
many of bts riders, and was within a hairs 
breadth of throwing maoy more; Wheres 
as, the young apli-embaryo colt becomes 


more docile, increases rapiciy in strength 


aud beautysis very sure looted, and promi+ 
ses fair to be a very sale ang pleasant hack. 


‘In fact from the present prospect, there is 


no reason to doubt, but that thes oll ems 
baryo horse wii, at the vext starttne place, 
throw a majority of his riders, and the 
young ant-embargo colt take cacther set 
of horsemen, avd carry toem salely on 
tacir political journey. I wii now take 
l-ave tor the preseat of my worthy young 
fricnd, first carnestly cntreatug him te 
depend no longer up his activity of the 
excedence of his horsemanship, but in- 
stuntly d smount that bormd old-embargo 
horse, Which atone can prevent a danger.

tween this plan, and thatof running away 4 
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barge colt, Where he may ride safely.* 

Ms, Speakers the esteem I ever had 
since my acqtuintance with my two wor- 
thy friends from South-Carolina (Messrs. 
W. Williams and Taylor) who have spoke 
upon this subject, induces me at this time 
to make hovorable mention of them; my 
reason for mentioning them jointly is, that 
a fact stated by one of them, bas, in my 
opinion, completely removed all the ob- 
jections of the other. 

Some of the observations of my friend 
that spoke last, 1 shall first notice: Asa 
proof that the embargo has not injured us, 
healledves, that there has yet been but 
few failures—Granted. Neither does one 
winter ey many deaths in a farmer’s 
stock of cattle; but, were the Great Au- 
thor of Nature to reverse its ttsual course, 
(as we doby continuing the embargo) and 
join two winters together; many would 
die, and those that survived be reduced to 
extreme poverty. 

Again, if I understood him correctly, he 
told us that he wanted to be sfiteful to 
France and England. Why, really, Mr. 
Speaker, I could look with complaisance 
upon my worthy friend, returning spite 
for spite wpon those two oppressive na- 
tions, until he had paid them their princi- 
pal, and compound interest, if he could do 
it in such manner as not to spite and in- 
jure the citizens of these United States 
most. The residue of my friend’s obser- 
vations, stripped of the flowers of elo- 
quence, in which he presented to the house 
a pledge of his patriotism, and which, 
when necessary, I have no doubt he will 
completely reduce to practice, went to 
show, that in case the embargo was raised 
as far as respected those ports not inclu- 
ded in the British orders of council, or 
French decrees, it ould only open for our 
produce so contracted a market, as would 
be worse than our preseDt situation. To 
this opinion I will oppose the positive de- 
claration of his cofleague (Mr. Williams) 
that if we open trade to a spot no larger 
than the floor of this hall, it would in fact 
be opening to all the world, by which 
means the whole of our produce would 
find market. Mr. Speaker, in this opin- 
ion I perfectly agree with my worthy 
friend—I rejoiced to hear him make it, 
hoping it will soon be realized ; believing 
it would be more beneficial to the citizens 
of these United States, to have their sur- 
plus produce conveyed through such a 
channe! (even if some went to their ene- 
mics) tothose who are in want; and their 
money, and such produce as we want re- 
turned ; than to have it collected together 
and burned. 

As my friend has adduced a very appro- 
priate text fromthe Old Testament, I will 
call his attention to two from the Aew, 
which, when be has considered collective- 
ly, | hope will change his opinion into 
perfeet unison with my own. The first is 
a command to feed our enemies ; atid the 
second, to do unto all men as we would 
they should do unto us. When my wor- 
thy friend (whose honest integrity { have 
ever highly approved) shall have duly 
considered, and determined to reduce those 
excellent precepts to practice; then I 
shalt be happy to join with him in his pi-. 
ous Cetermination, that, let others do what 
they may, we, and our houses, will serve 
the Lord ! 

Mr. Speaker—Two declarations made 
by the chairman of the committee of for- 
eign relations (Mr. George W. Campbell, ) 
remain yet to be noticed. My reason for 
deferring them to the last, was, my doubts 
(which still remain,) of being able to ex- 
press my sentiments with that moderation 
and charity, of which that gentleman's 
languaye appeared to be totally void, but 
which | consider essentially necessary to 
promote harmony among members, and 
support the dignity of the house. 

The first decfaration was, “ that the op- 
posers of the embargo laws had no objects 
in view, but to cover the shameful submis- 
sion they wished to reduce the U. 8S. to.” 
The second, that “their language means 
to put the present dominant party down, 
and put us in, and then we will tell you 
what we willdo ;"=—and then proceeds to 
answer for them, “that they would do as 
they had once done before, draw the cords 
tighter.” 

Mr, Speaker-——That gentleman’s con- 
duct, although supported by the irresisti- 
ble and overwhelming majority with which 
at present he acts, shall not divest my bo- | 
som of that charity fer him, which his lan- 
guage evinces he has not forme. I wish 
to cherish: that niost excellent of Christian 
virtues, Charity, whiclr beareth all thtngs, 
and which hopeth alighings. I hope and 
trust that it will ever abound in my bosom, 
as at present ; hoping, that the day is not 
far distant, when my friend from Tennes- 
see, & the party in whose front rank he now 
stands, will be convinced, that not our plan, 
but their's, is calculated to bring these U- 
nited States into a state of shameful sub- 
mission! Yes,Mr Speaker, ! trust I shall 
prove, before I sit down, that it has alrea- 

dy done it. 

To the second charge, that “ the lan- 
guage of the anti-embargo-men, is, fut ue 
in power”’—I answer, they need not even 
ask it. Let that gentleman and bis par- 
ty persist in their present plen— Let them 
pass additional laws, to enforce more rig- 
orously the present-~Let them raise troops 
ostensibly for the purpose of repelling in- 
vading foes ; bat as no such foes can be 
found, and as the people would complain 
of the expence of any army doing nothing, 
let their artillery-be turned agemst those 


wretched, renegado, base anti-embargo-men, 


who durst to complain of their suffering 
under those laws—Let every bay and in-

hag has given my young friend so grievous a 
fall, that it is doubtful whether he will ever be 
able to ride again. 


let, from one end to the other of owr ex- 
tensive coast, be safely sruarded by gun- 
boats and revenue cutters—Let a cordon 
of regular troops encircle rouod these U- 
nited States and the territories thereof, in 
such manner, that not a single evasion of 
those celebrated patriotic embargo laws, 
could possibly take place—Let this plan 
be completely carried into execution, and 
continued twelve months—In that case, 
unless a law should be passed, depriving 
the anti-embargo-men of theif right of 
suffrace, (which would be as just and 
constitutional, as the one now uuder con- 
sideration,) I undertake, as positively as 
that gentleman to predict, that ifany of 
the present overwhelming majority should 
retain a seat in the twelfth congress, they 
would be reduced to a more trivial and in- 
significant minority, than that upon waich, 
from his high and exalted seat, he now 
looks down. Yes, Mr. Speaker, I repeat 
it, the presefit minority meed not ask to be 

t in power; the electors would need no 

rther stimulus than the pressure of those 
laws, to bring them tothe poll. They 
would look as anxiously for the election- 
day, as the poor slaves, under the Jewish 
law did, for the year of Jubilee. 

I shall ask the indulgence of the house 
but a few minutes longer, to some genera/ 
remarks on the effect of the embargo laws, 
and of the bill under consideration to which 
lam impelled by the sacred impulse of 
my conscience—by my firm attachment 
to our present administration—and by my 
duty, as a representative of the people, to 

reserve inviolably their rights—to say, 

op in his infinite mercy, grant it may 
never be passed into a law. No, Mr. 
Speaker, in my opinion, we have passed 
too many, laws on this subject already.— 
Passing the resolutions reported by our 
committee en foreign relations, has in the 
few days that have elapsed, transferred an 
immense sum of money from the indus- 
trious yeomanry of the country, to idle 
speculators and stock- jobbers of both towns 
and country. Is not this fact known to 
many members on this floor? Do they 
not know, that domestic produce is fel! 
one half, and even at that reduced price, 
there is little or no sale for it: and that 
foreign articles have risenin the same 
proportion: and that in consequence 
thereof, in various parts of the union, 
where, until the commencement of this 
session, the embargo, if not approved, 
was borne with patience—the people now 
cry with one voice, ** We can bear it no 
longer—Give us any thing that tie wis- 
dom of congress can devise rather than 
the Embargo!” But I have fiequently 
been asked, if these be facts, why do not 
the people petition ? The reason is ob- 
vious : The Federalists have petitioned ; 
what has been tc answer? Why, they 
are enemies to our administration ; who 
wish to involve us in war with France, and 
analliance with England. Nay, farther, 
is not every member on this floor, who 
has exercised his own judgment as a free 
and independent representative of the peo- 
ple, ifin but a single instance that judg- 
ment runs counter to the will of the ma- 
jority, denounced as an apostate ? 

Is this question asked with a view of ex- 
citing jealousy, or deceiving the people ? 
No, Mr. Speaker: to undeceive them, to 
lay before them a true statement of the 
conduct of their representatives. I speak 
experimentally. I speak toa free and 
enlightened people, who want nothing but 
true information to induce them to act 
right. Is there aman in these United 
States, that in proportion to his station has 
spent more time and money, to bring a- 
bout a change in favor of democracy, and 
when hrought about, to support it, than | 
have? If there be, let him come forward 
and show it. Have I deviated from those 
principles ? If there be a citizen in these 
United States that durst to make such a 
charge, let him come forward and sub- 
stantiate it—But what has been the con- 
sequence? Last session, 1 opposed the fa- 
mous, or rather infamous court-martial 
bill; a bill that I now suppose, was in- 
tended asthe first chapter of a statute 
book, in which the present bill under con- 
sideration was to have been the second.— 
That horrid attempt to lay the foundation 
of a military despotism failed ; and I pray 
God the second may also. 

But my observations upon that bill, was 
by some who occupy the front rank in the 
majority, held up to public scorn, as being 
my maiden federal speech. Why, really, 
Mr. Speaker, if the motives of the feder- 
alists are as pure as those which dictuted | 
‘that’ speech, T do not consider the charge 
dishonorable. I also brought forward a 
résolution, for the purpose of removing 
the greatest evil under which the people 
of these United States groaned—to erase 
from our statute books, a principle repug- 
nant to republicanism and self-govern- 
ment—to destroy in its infancy, a young 
vulture, whose nature is such that it can- 
nat be nourished ard raised to maturity 
upon any other food, but the vitals of lib- 
erty—i mean the removal of the seat of 
government. This conduct, by another 
member in the front rank, was publicly 
on the floorof the house, declared to be 
worse than the conduct of the arch traitor, 
Burr—That is to say, that barely an at- 
tempt to prevent the rights and liberties 
of the people from being swallowed up, 
and totally absorbed in the vortex of this 
masked monarchy, contrary to the will of 
the chosen few, who either do at present, 
or hope in future, to five upon its muni- 
ficence—is a crime of deeper dye, than 
the highest grade in our statute book, 
fugh treason, 

Mr. Speaker—Sensible that I have tres- 
passed Jong upon the indulgence of the 
committee, I will hasten to a conclusion, 
first observing, that I have no language 
capable of fully expressing my regret and 
sorrow, in beholding congress at this time, 











endeavouring, when the sessiva Is nearly 
half gone, to pass a law to enforce more 
rigorously divers already passed—the fu- 
tility of which, is, in my opinion, self-ev- 
ident—the loss and barden they inflict 
upon the people, intolerable—their pres- 
ent and future effect, if continued, more 
injurious to the interest, peace, and bap- 
piness of these United States, than any 
that have been passed since we were an 
dependent nation. Upon the bill now 
under consideration, 1 shall at present 
only say, that if it is passed iato a law— 
to prevent unnecessary expence in print- 
ing, and to render it more easily under- 
stood, especially by the foor, ignorant, 
despicable, renegade ahti embarge men, 
upon whom it is intended to operate, I 
hope it will be curtailed, as it is evident 
the whole purport could be comprized in 
a few words, to the followiug effect :-— 
That whereas we repose full faith and confi- 
dence in the wisdom, integrity, and ability 
Of the President of the United States, to 
enforce the embargo laws ; and also to issuc 
JSrom time to time, and enforce such edicts 
ae he shall think proper, we hereby author- 
ize and empower him so todo. But I will 
not yet despair; I will yet fondly hope, 
that although this bill has passed one 
branch of the legislature by -a great ma- 
jority, that the immediate representatives 
of the people will never sanction a bill, 
comfiared with which, the ALIEN and SE- 
DITION taws were humane andjust. But 
should my hopes be blasted in a mejority 
of this house giving it their sanction, I 
will still hope that the wise’ and justly 
celebrated Author of the NoTEs ow Vir- 
GINTA, will not, in advanded age (as Sol- 
omon did in days of yore,) tarnish and 
cast a gloomy shade over that wisdom 
that shone so conspicuous in his meridi- 
an days, by placing his signature to euch 
a bill.-With that respect due to his su- 
perior station, I must request the favour 
of him first to look over his Notes, and 
particularly attend to the following sen- 
tence: —* Our interest is ‘to throw open 
* the doors of commerce: and to knock 
“ off all its shackles, giving perfect free- 
* dom to all persons, for the vent of what- 
*‘soever they may choose to bring into 
* our ports—and asking the same in theirs. 
“ The actual habits of our countrymen at- 
“tach them tocommerce. TZhey will ex- 
‘Sercise it for themselves.” 1 will read it 
again, because it is language worthy of 
the chief magistrate ofa great and inde- 
pendent nation—it is worthy of the atten- 
tion of the representatives ofa great ag- 
ricultural and commercial people. We 
have been frequently called upon for a 
piatt-—here is the principle of a plan in a 
few words, the best adupted to the real 
interests of this nation, that ever bas, or 
ever can be introduced. Would to God, 
that instead of prowling over non-inter- 
course resoiutions, and straining every 
uceve to devise “meafis to enforce laws, 
which twelve months experience has in- 
contestibly proved, is notonly inadequate 
tothe end proposed; But by their long 
continuance, beconie ruinous to the inter- 
est, peace, and appines of the nation, we 
had adopted the foregoing principle of 
our worthy chief magistrate, the produc- 
tion of his penetrating genius when at 
meridian height, agreeably to the resolu- 
tion offered by my worthy friend from 
New-York, (Mr. Mumford.) 

But we are told, that, adopting this plan, 
would be submission to England—the re- 
verse is the fact—it would exonerate us 
from the degraded state of submission in 
which we now stand. 1 say degraded 
state, which, with permission of the house, 
I will prove, I trust, to the satisfaction 
and full conviction of every impartial 
mind. It is incontestibly proved, by re- 
ference to official documents now before 
the public. First we have demanded the 
restoration of our impressed seamen, and 
to coerce Great-Britain into a compliance 
with that demand, we passed a non-im- 
portation law. Secondly, we rejected a 
treaty, (as I have understood,) because 
that demand was not fully complied with. 
And thirdly, in consequence of the horrid 
outrage committed upon the frigate Ches- 
apeake, our president having issaed a prec- 
lamation, prohibiting all British armed 
vessels from entering our ports, refused 
to revoke that proclamation till reparation 
was made, or at least till a plan was pro- 
posed by the British envoy, which should 
be considered adequate to the purpose. 
Let these facts be contrasted with she offer 
made by our President,(which was laid be- 
fore this house inthis public message) Zo 
the British Cabinet, that ufton the single re- 
vocation of their orders of council, our Em- 
bargo should be raised so far as respected 
that nation : Ao condition annexed, of re- 
fraration for the outrage ufion the Chesa- 
freake ! ! ! Can any rational being, can a- 
ny man possessed of common sense, and 
not perfectly blinded by partiality, misun- 
derstand this language ? No, Mr. Speaker, 
itis too plain—so plain, that he who runs 
may read, and clearly understand. What 
is its genuine meaning ? Why, when 
stripped of its deceptive covering, and ex- 
posed in its real form, it will read thus : 
* We are convinced by woful experience, 
‘that our coercive plans are futile—that 
* they rebound back upon our own ciuzens 
‘ with redoubled force—that therefore, we 
‘are now willing, if you will be gracious- 
‘ly pleased to grant us liberty, to renew 
‘our former trade with you, even under 
‘all the embarrassments of which we 
‘have so long, and so loudly complained ; 
‘the murder of Pierce, and the outrage 
‘upon our national ship, to the contrary 
‘ notwithstanding.’ 

I will not long detain the house with 
commenting upon the answer returned, 
but briefly observe, that it was less insul:- 
ing, and more humane and sympathizing, 
than might have been expected from that 
haughty nation. The purport may be 


comprited in a few* words, to this effect: 
* We are sorry forthe suffering of your 
‘citizens, produced by your own im- 
* prudent conduct ; and would gladly re- 
‘lieve them, were it in our power, consist- 
‘ent with out national honour and digni- 
‘ty ; but as that cannot be dene, we must, 
‘for the present, leave you to devise 
‘means for yourselves, to release yout 
‘citizens from their. present increasin,: 
‘distress, and truly deplorable situation.’ 
The foregoing is not a picture tug high 
coloured —Would to God, for the sake 
of my suffering country, that it was. 
ut alas! itis the life—it is the original 
—it is a statement ef facts contained in 
official documents gone out to the public 
and therefore can neither be controverted 
nor recalled. 

Mr. Speaker, in this deplorable situa- 
tion, let me earnestly call the attention of 
the immediate representatives of the peo- 
ple, toa serious and all-important ques- , 
tion, a question on which, in my opinion, 
not only the present but future union, 
peace, strength amd prosperity of these 
United States much depends, Shall the 
laws passed last session, that have become 
so distressing to the people, not only be 
continued, but more rigorously enforced ? . 
Will our government continue the futile 
attempt, to compel a great number of our 
hardy, brave and patriotic citizens to a-_ 
bandon habits which our worthy Presi- 
dent (in the quotation before adduced) ad- 


| mits to be impossible’ I will reneat it: 


©The actual habits of our countrymen 
attach them tocommerce. They will exer- 
cise it for themselves.” Must these brave 
citizens be driven to acts of desftair or des- 
jeration, either to abandon their country 
or to evade laws under which they are un- 
able to live? Must their fetitions and me- 
morials bé treated as the product of ene- 
mies to government, as British partizans 
and discontented insignificant mal-con- 
tents, who deserve no further notice than 
to have their clamours silenced by the 
strong arm of government, and their pre- 
tended wants supplied by the a/fiflication 
of sharp frointed bayonets? I pray the 
majority of this house seriously to consid- 
er the inevitable conseguence of persisting 
in this line of conduct. I pray them not 
barely to paus® ! and reflect upon past 
conduct, but immediately reduce to prac- 
tice the excellent precept of our President, 
contained in his first inaugural speech: 
“hasten to retrace your steps”—and im- 
stead of passing additional laws which 
will require an ad@itional military force 
to execute them, and consequently add to 
the number of those whose affections are 
already alienated from our government, 
repeal those already passed, so far at 
least as to open trade to all powers 
and places that hath heretofore tra- 
ded with us upon terms of reciprocity. 
This would evince to the world that we 
are really a just nation, desirous of doing 
unto all men, as we would they should do 
unto us. This would not only release us 
from our present degraded situation as it 
respects our external relations, but what 
is infinitely more consequential, it would 
restore confidence in our government and 
peace and harmony amongst our citizens. 
Let the merchants of our middle and north- 
ern states, whose harbors will ere long be 
bound in winter’s icy chains, enjoy by an- 
ticipation the pleasing prospect of behold- 
ing, as soon as they are dissolved, their 
canvass again spread to waft their mer- 
chandize to a foreign port, hoping to re- 
ceive in return their usual profits, Let 
the farmers also,through the dreary scenes 
of winter, enjoy the cheering hope, that 
upon the return of Sol’s prolific rays, cal- 
ling from earth’s fertile womb her innu- 
merable productions, he may find a usual 
market for his produce on hand, and a 
pleasing stimulus to renew his cultivation 
of the earth to produce more. Thus 
would joy and gladness of heart again 
sparkle in each eye, and sit smiling on ev- 
ery countenance : Thus would the inesti- 
mable blessings of peace be heightened 
into raptures of delight. Love and har- 
mony would pervade the great mass of our 
citizens, and unite them together in such 
a manner that in case any of the tyrants 
of the old world should invade our peace- 
ful and happy land, they would soon re- 
pent of their temerity—they would soon 
be convinced that the conquest of a free 
and united people, governed by just and 
equitable laws of their own making, was a 
chimera of the brain that can never be re- 
alized. Such a iine of conduct would add 
more to the strength and prosperity of 
these United States than 10,000 celebra- 
ted, patriotic, flaming, dlocd letting speeches 
delivered on this floor. 

Is there an American citizen, possessed 
of common sense, who is not desirous to 
see so beneficial and lovely a scene reali- 
zed? Is there a representative of the 
people, who would not cheerfully give his 
vote to produce (may I not say to restore) 
such.a rational millenium in our once 
happy land? And, vice versa, is there a 
real true-hearted American citizen, whose 
blood is not chilled in his veins, in reflect- 
ing upon the HORRIBLE PROSPECT Of MIL- 
ITARY MERCENARIES with the foint of the 
BAYONET, ENFORCING laws contrary Co the 
habits of a great number of our citizens ; 
and ruinous to the interest, peace, and hap- 
friness of a great majority of the feopfile of 
these United States! Let me indulge the 
cheering hope, that notwithstanding the 
present pros there will never be found 
a majority of the immediate representa- 
tives of the people, who will vote in favor 
of continuing and enforcing such OP- 
PRESSIVE LAWS. 

Mr. Speaker—Having in my plain and 
unlearned manner, discharged that duty 
which I owe to my constituents in oppo- 
sing a system, which I consider not only 
injurious to their interests, but aiming a 
deadly blow at the union, intercet, fheacesand 





independence of that beloved country that 
gave me birth—before 1 sit down, I have 
atother duty to discharge—first, to return 
a tribute of humble gratitude to the Great 
Preserver of men, who having led and 
fed me all my life long, still graciously 
continues tome, at this advanced age, 
bodily and mental powers to discharge my 
duty as above mentioned—and secondly 
to acknowledge the patient indalgence of 
this house. And as it will probably be 
amongst the last public acts that will evince 
to the world, the continuation and preva- 
lence, of one of those powerful raling pas. 
sions, that has long pervaded my breast 
I mean love of my country. 1! embrace 
this opportunity to declare, that instead of 
declining in proportion to my bodily pow- 
ers it encreases with the encrease of years, 
and becomes more animated and vigorous 
in proportion to the number of days now 
behind me, as far beyond my reach as 
those before the flood. Hence, I conclude 
it will continue to encrease the few remains 
ing days that may be allotted to me in a 
state of mutability—and, that when the 
number of my days are fulfilled, and thig 
feeble frame engaged in that war, from 
which there is no discharge—this ruling 
passion will remain strong in death—and 
the language of a celebrated poct, «ldres- 
sing his friend, may with propriety be ae 
dopted :

IN the shallow attempts of the demo- 
crats to impress a belief that their embar- 
go is a popular measure, we daily see the 
old adage realized, that “a drowning man 
will catch at a straw.” We shall not 
trouble ourselves to contradict the general 
remarks of the Register on this subject. 
But when the editor of that paper takes 
vpon himself to say, that some of the lead- 
ing federalists of the western district of 
this state, have given up their opposition 
to the embargo, and have declared their 
entire confidence inthe wisdom, justice 
and impartiality of the measures of the 
administration, we must fake the liberty 
to reply, that he is most wretchedly de 
ceived—-or that he has wiHully perverted 
the trath. Such assertions must arise 
from extreme felly and ignorance, or from 
the most determined knavery. They are 
not true. Important changes in senti- 
ment have taken place in every quarter of 
the state, and our next elections will shew, 
that those changes are not in favor of en 
embargoand a military despotism. 

While on this subject, we must notice 
afew particulars, which appeared in the 
Register of the 10th inst. Hh was assert 
ed that some of the most distinguished 
and leading federalists had come ont ac- 
tively and openly in support of the admin- 
istration. The persons named as leading 
and distinguished federalists, were, the 
late president Adams—ilis son Quincy— 
Mr. Gray, of Salem —Mr. Smith, of South 
Carolina—Mr. Pinknev, minister at Lon- 
don—and a Mr. Ingersoll, of Pennsylva- 
nia —As to the late president Adams, we 
have no proof even of his oapfrodaticn of 
the late measures—on the contrary, we 
have the most positive assurances that he 
has written a letter to the members of 
Congress from Massachusetts, recom- 
mending the raising of the embargo so 
far as respects nations not haviuig in force 
any edicts against our commerce. At a- 
ny rate, that he is active and open in sup- 
port of the present adininistration, is ut- 
terly false. As to John Quincy Adams, 
he may now distinguish himself as a de- 
mocratic leader; but he certainly never 
gave apy proof of his attachment to the 
principles of federalism. He was indeed 
willing to be considered as a member of 
that party, so long as he suppoved that 
party had the ascendency ; but the mo- 
ment the federalists lost the power, they 
also lost the support (such as it was) of 
Mr. John Quincy Adams.—-The attach- 
ment of Mr. Gray and Mr. Smith to the 
embargo, has been sufficiently <xplained, 
as well in Congress, as in the public pa- 
pers. If, in consequence of the embargos 
these men have realized three or four 
hundred thousand dollars cach, their apos- 
tacy may readily be accounted lor by the 
editor of the Register, who lately had the 
candor to acknowledge that he considered 
patriotism as of no weigit against doliars- 
Were we disposed to descend to private 
anecdote, we might give some very strong 
proofs of Mr, Pinkney’s anti-tederal sen
